New York.—Criminal experts lu New

leather slungsbot near by. 
Both the

in design, were among the curios I 'Iii I- 
bower- had collected during his life­ 
time. There was missing only a beau­ 
tiful diamond ring which Philhower 
wore, indicating that robbery was not 
th** sole motive for the crime. 
The police, it Is stated, arc proceed­ 
ing on the basis that the murder arose 
out of something deeper, some long en­ 
tertained grudge or some suddenly de­ 
veloped and intense hatred. 
It may 
have been the act of an Oriental fa­ 
natic, they say. The sole clew is said 
to he a piece of paper with Philhoxx- 
er’s address scribbled upon It. The pa­ 
per was found near the body and the 
address was not Philhower’* writ­ 
ing. 
Slaughtered W ith Ancient Sword. 
According to the evidence in the 
hands of the pollee, Philhower was in 
his den when his assailant entered 
through a narrow hall aud pulled an 
ancient Oriental sword from the wall.
